* When thas Work fistt appeared, & was fo extraordinarily 

* carmed on among a: in the Winter, others reumd about ws, 
* feemed not to knuw adur tuo make of i¢ ; & there were many 
* that feofed at and ridiculed it ; and forme compared what 


* we caled Converfion, to certain Difemper:. But it was 
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* very obfervable of many, that occafionally came amongft us 4 
‘ from abroad, with difregardful Hearts, that what they /aw 
* here cured them of fuch a Temper of Mind : Strangers a le 
* were generally furprized to findThings fo much beyond what 
* they had heard, and were wont to tell others that the State m . 
© of theTown could not be conceiv’d of by thofe that had not -_ 
* feenit. The Notice that was taken of it by the People < 
« that came to Town on Occafion of the Court, that fat here in 
© the beginning of March, was very obfervable. And thofe ‘ 
© that came from the Neighbourhood to our publick Leéures, A 
* were for the moft Part remarkably affected. Many that 
“ came to Town, on one Occafion or other, had their Con- , 
© {ciences {fmitten,and awaken’d, & went home with wounded P 
¢ Hearts, and with thofe Impreffions that never wore off till 
« they had hopefully a favinglffue ; and thofe that before had P 
* feriousThoughts,had their Awakenings& Convictions great- 
‘ ly increafed. And there were many Inftances of Perfons 
* that came from abroad,onV ifits, or on Bufinefs, that had not 
* been long here before to all Appearance they were favingly 
‘ wro’t upon, & partook of thatShower of divineBleffing that 
* God rained down here, and went home rejoicing ; ’till at 
* Length the fame Work began evidently to appear and pre- 
¢ vail in feveral other Towns in the County. 
« In the Month of March,thePeople in SouTH-HADLEY 
began to be feized with deep Concern about the Things of 
Religion ; which very foon became univerfal: And the 
Work of God has been very wonderful there ; not much, 
ifany Thing, fhort of what it has been here, in Proportion 
to the Bignefs of the Place. 
© About the fame Time, it began to break forth in the 
© qwe/tPart of SUFF1ELD(where it has alfo been very great, ) 
‘ and it foon fpread into all parts of the Town. 
© It next appear’d at SUNDERLAND, and foon overfpread 
© the Town; andI believe was, for a Seafon, not lefs re- : 
* markable than it was here. ; 
« About the fame Time, it began to appear in a Part of 
© DEERFIELD,called GREEN-RIVER, and afterwards fill’d 
© the Town, and there has been a glorious Work there. 
© I¢ began alfo to be manifeft, in the fouth Part of Hat- 
© FIELD, ina Place called the Hitt, and after that the 
© whole Town, in the fecond Week in April, feem’d to be 
6 icized, as it were at once, with Concern about the Things 
© of Religion ; and the Work of God has been great there. 
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6 There has been alfo a very general Awakening atWeEst 
SPRINGFIELD, and Lonc-MEapow. 

« And inENFIELD,there was for al ime no fmal!Concern 
amongft fome that before had been very loofe Perfons. 

¢ About the fame Time that this appear’d at Enfield, the 


¢ Rev. Mr. Bull of WesTFIELD informed me, that there 
« had been a great Alteration there, and that more had been 
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done in one Week there than in feven Years before. 

¢ Something of this Work likewife appeared in the fir/ 
Preciné in SPRINGFIELD, principally in the North and 
South Extremes of the Pari/b. 

« And in Haptey old Town, there graduatly appear’d 
fo much cf a Work of God on Souls, as at another Time 
would have been thought worthy of much Notice. 

© Fora fhort Time there was alfo a very great and general 
Concern, of the like Nature, at NoRTHFIELD. 

$ And wherever this Concern appeared, it feem’d not to 
be in vain: But in every Place God brought faving Blef- 
fings with him, and 4is Word attended with his Spirit (as 
we have all Reafon to think) return’d not void. Ifmight 
well be faid at that Time in all Parts of the County, V0 
are thefe that fly as a Cloud, and as Doves to their Windows ? 
* As what other Towns heard of and found in this, was a 
great Means of awakening them ; fo cur hearing of fucha 
{wift, and extraordinary Propagation, and Extent of this 
Work, did doubtlefs for a Time ferve to uphold the Work 
amongft us. The continual News kept alive the Talk of 
Religion, and did greatly quicken and rejoyce the Hearts 
of God’s People, and much awaken’d thofe that looked on 
themfeives as ftill /eft behind, and made them the more ear- 
neft that they alfo might joare in the great Bleffing that 
others had obtain’d. 


[Revival of Religion in feveral Towns in CoNNECTICUT- 
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CoLony. 
¢ This remarkable pouring out of the Spirit of God, which 
thus extended from one End to the other of thisCounty, was 
not confin’d to it, but many Places in ConnecricuT, 
have partook in the fameMercy : As forInftance,the FIRST 
PaRIsH in Winpsor, under the paftoral Care of the 
Rev. Mr. Mar/h was thus blefs’d about the fame Time, as 
we in Northampton, while we had no Knowledge of each 
other’s Circumitances : There has been a very great Inga- 
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© thering of Souls to Curist inthatPlace. And fomething 
© C0; fiderable of the fame Work began atterwards, in Eas 

« Winpsor, my honoured Father's Parith, which has i 
© Times paft, heen a Place favoured with Mercies of this Na- 
© ture, above any on this weftern Side of New-England, ex- 
* cepting Northampton ; there having been four or five Seafons 
“ of the pouring cut of the Spirit to the general Awakening of 
‘ the People there, fince my Father’s Settlement amongft 
< them. 

© There was alfo the Jaf? Spring and Summer a wonderful 
© Work of God carried on at CovENTRY under the Mini- 
© fry of the Rev. Mr. Adeacham : I had Opportunity to con- 
“© verfe with fome of Coventry People, who gave me q very 
© remarkable Account of the furpyizing Change that appear’d 
< in the moft rude and vicious Perfons there. - 

‘ The like was alfo very great at the fame Time in a Part 
< of LEBANON, called the Cr ANK, where the Rey. Mr. 
« Wheelock, a young Gentleman is lately fettled : And there 
« has been much of the fame at Dur HAM, uncer the Mi- 
« niftry of the Rev. Mr. Chauncy ; and to Appearance no 
“ {mall Ingathering of Souls there. And likewife amongtt 
< many of the young People in the fir/tPrecinét inStRATFORD, 
* under the Miniftry of the Rev. Mr. Gould; where the 
* Work was much promoted by the remarkable Converfion 
« of a young oman that had been a greatCompany-Keeper, 
“ as it was here. 

* Something of this Work appeared in feveral other Towns 
© in thofe Parts, as 1 was informed when I was there, the laft 
* Fad. And we have fince been acquainted with fomething 
© very remarkable of this Nature at another Pa. ith in: TRAT- 
© rorp call’d Ripron, under the paftoral Care of the Rev. 
© Mr. Mills. 

«And there was a confiderable Revival of Religion jatt 
© Summer at New-Haven old Town, as I was once 
« and again informed by the Rev. Mr. Noyes the Minifter 
‘ there, and by others: And by a Letter which I very lately 
"© receiv’d from Mr. Noyes, and alfo by Information we have 
had otherwife, this flourifhing of Religion ftil] continues, 
and has lately much increafed : Mr. Noyes writes, that 
many this Summer have been added to theChurch, and particu- 
larly méntions feveral young Perfons that ‘belong to the 
principal Families of that Town. 
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* There has been a Degree of the fame Work at a Part of 
GuILrorp ; and very confiderable at MAnsr1ieLp,un- 
der the Miniftry of the Rev. Mr. Ekeazer Williams ; and 
an unufal religiousConcern at TOLLAND ; and fomething 


of it at HEBRON, and Botton. 


¢ There was alfo no fmall Effufion of the Spirit of God in 
the North Parifh in PREsToN, in the eaftern Part of 
Connecticut, which I was informed of, and faw 
fomething of it, when I was the laft Autumn at the Houfe, 


and in theCongregation of the Rev. Mr.Lord, theMinifter 


there ; who, with the Rev. Mr. Owen of Groton, came 
up hither in Aday, the laft Year, on Purpofe to fee theWork 
of God here ;_ and having heard various and contradi€tory 


© Accounts of it, were careful when they were here to inform 


and fatisfy themfelves ; and to that End particularly con- 
verfed with many of our People ;_ which they declared to be 
entirely to their Satisfaction, and that the one Half had not 
been told them, nor could be toldthem. Mr. Lerd told me 
that, when he got home, he informed his Congregation of 
what he had feen, and that they were greatly affected with 


‘ it, and that it proved the Beginning of the fame Work 


among them, which prevailed till there was a generalAwak- 
ening, and many Inftances of Perfons, who feemed to be 
remarkably converted. I alfo have lately heard that there 


¢ has been fomething of the fame Work at Woopsury. 


‘ This feems to have been a very extraordinary Difpenfa- 
tion of Providence : God has in many Refpeéts gone out 
of, and much beyond his ufual, and ordizary Way. The 
Work in this Town, and fome others about us, has been 
extraordinary on Account of the Univerfality of it, affect- 
ing all forts, fober and vicious, high and low, rich and poor, 
wiie and unwife ; it reach’d the moft confiderable Families 
and Perfons, to ail Appearance, as much as others. In 
former Stirrings of this Nature, the Bulk of the young Peo- 
ple have been greatly affected ; but odd Men, and /eitle Chii- 
dren have been fo now. Many of the Jaf have, of their 
own Accord, formed themfelves into religious Societres, in 
different Parts of the Town: A loofecarelefs Perfon could 
fearcely find a Companion in the whole Neighbourhood ; 


. and if there was any ene that feemed to remain fenfelefs or 


unconcerned, it would be fpoken of as a ffrange Thing. 
¢ This Difpenfation has alfo appeared very extraordinary 
| ‘in 
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in the Numbers of thofe, on whom we have Reafon to 
hope it has had a faving Effect: We have about fix hundred 
and twenty Communicants, which include almoft all our adult 
Perfons. The Church was very /arge before ; but Perfons 
never thronged into it, as they did in the late extraordinary 
Time : --- Qur Sagraments are eight Weeks afunder, and I 
received into our Communion about an hundred before one 
Sacrament, and fourfcore of them at one Time, whofe 
Appearance, when they prefented themfelves together to 
make an open explicit Profeffion of Chriftianity, was very 
affecting to the Congregation : --- I took in near /ixty be- 
fore the next Sacrament-Day: But it muft be noted that 
it is not the Cuftom here, as it is in many other Churches 
in this Country, to make a credible Relation of their in- 
— Experiences the Ground of Admiffion to the Lord’s 
upper. 
* I am far from pretending to be able to determine how 
many have lately been the Subjeéts of fuch Mercy ; but if 
I may be allowed to declare any thing that appears to me 
probable in a Thing of this Nature, I hope that more than 
three Hundred Souls were faving/y brought home to Chri/?, 
in this Town, in the Space of ha/fa Year, (how many more 
I don’t guefs) and about the fame Number of Males as Fe- 
males ; which, by what I have heard Mr. Stoddard fay, 
was far from what has been ufual in Years paft, for he ob- 
ferved thatin his Time, many more Women were convert- 
ed than Men. Thofe of our young People, that are on other 
Accounts moft likely and confiderable, are moftly, as I 
hope, truly pious, and leading Perfons in Ways of Reli- 
gion. Thofe that were formerly loofer young Perfons, are 
generally to all Appearance, become true Lovers of God 
and Chrift, and fpiritu in their Difpofitions. And I hope 
that by far the greater Part of Perfons in this Town, above 
16 Years of Age, are fuch as have the faving Knowledge 
of Fefus Chrift; and fo by what I heard I fuppofe it is in 
fome other Places, particularly at Sunderland & South Hadkzy. 
‘ This has alfo appear’d to be a very extraordinary Difpen- 
fation, in that the Spirit of God has fo much extended not 
only his awakening, but regenerating Influences, both to 
elderly Perfons, and alfo thofe that are very young. It has 
been a Thing heretofore rarely to be heard of, that any 
were converted paft middle Age: But now we wy the 
‘ © fame } 
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fame Ground to think, that many fuch have in this Time 
been favingly changed, as that others have been fo 
in more early Years. I fuppofe there were upwards of 
fifty Perfons in this Town above 40 Years of Age; and 
more than twenty of them above §0, and about tem of them 
above 60, and two of them above 70 Years of Age. 

‘ It has heretofore been looked on asa ftrange Thing,when 
any have feem’d to be favingly wrought upon, and remark 
able changed in their Childhood ; but now | fuppofe, near 
thirty were toAppearance fo wrought upon between 10 and 
14 Years of Age, and two betweeng and 10, and one of 
about 4 Years of Age ; and becaufe I fuppofe this laft will 
be moft difficultly believed, I will hereafter give a particu- 
lar Account of it. The Influences of God’s Spirit have 
alfo been very remarkable on Children in fome other Placcs, 
particularly at Sunderland and South-Hadley, and the wett 
Part of Suffield. There are feveral Families in this Town 
that are all hopefully pious ; yea, there are feveral numer- 
ous Families, in which, I think we have Reafon tg hope 
that all the Children are truly godly, and moft of them lately 
become fo: And there are very few Houfes in the whole 
Town, into which Salvation has not lately come, in onc or 
more Inftances. There are fevera] Negroes, that from what 
was feen in them then,and what is difcernable in them fince, 
appear to have been truly born again in the late remarkable 
Seafon. 

* God has alfo feemed to have gone out of his ufual Way, 
in the Quicknefs of his Work, and the fwift Progrefs his 
Spirit has made in his Operations on the Hearts of many : 
”Tis wonderful that Perfons fhould be fo fuddenly, and yet 
fo greatly changed: Many have been taken from a loofe 
and carelefs Way of Living, and feized with ftrong Con- 
victions of their Guilt andMifery, and ina very little Time 
old Things have pafled away, and all Things have become 
new with them. 

© God’s Work has alfoappeared very extraordinary, in the 
Degrees of the Influences of his Spirit, both in the Degree of 
faving Light, and Love, and Fey, that many have experien- 
ced. It has alfo been very extraordinary in the Extent of 


“it, and its being fo fwiftly propagated framTown to Town. 


In former Times of the pouring out of the Spirit of God on 
this Town, tho’ in fome of them it was very remarkable, 
" yet 
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¢ yet it reached no further than this Town, the neighbourin 
¢ ‘Towns all around continued unmoved. 

© The Work of God’s Spirit feeméd to be at its greateft 
* Height in this Town, in the former Part of the Spring, in 
* March and April; at which Time God’s Work ia the 
* Converfion of Souls was carried on amongft us in fo won- 
* derful a Manner, that fo far as I, by looking back, can 
s judge ftom the particular Acquaintance I have had with 
: in this Work, it appears to me probable, to have been 
* at the Rate, at leaft, of four Perfons ina Day, or near 


* thirty inaWeek,take one with another, for five or fixWeeks © 


* together: When God in fo remarkable a Manner took the 
‘ Work into his own Hands, there was as much done in a 
* Day or two, as at ordinary Times, with all Endeavours 
* thatMen can ufe,and with fuch aBleffing as we commonly 
* Have, is done ina Year. 

This is the Rev. Mr. Enwarns’s General Account of the 
wonderful Revival of Religion not only at Northampton, but 
‘alfo in other Towns both of the County of Hampfhire and of 
Connefticut Colony, in the Years 1734, 1735 and 1736. To 
which we fhall fubjoin the folowmg ArtrsTATION ; and 
for particular Inflances of the powerful Influence of the di- 
vine Spirit, refer thofe who defire to read them, to that re- 
markable Narrative.
